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ci H E article of Ware comprehends 
Me every thing relative to the fafety and de- 
fence.of a nation, not only at atime of open 
and aétual hoftilities, but in times of peace ; 
which is always neceflary to be improved, 
in making the belt preparations fer defence ; 
etierwife a nation would be continually 
exvoled to the ambitious views, and mali- 
«ious deaens of ether powers. Nothifg 
ae will preferve the tranquility of the public 
~£B foefectmally as being ‘na conftant prepara- 
tion for defenfive operations. It therefore 
acceifarily comprehends and exieads to a 
great variety of fubiequent and dependent 
. ejects ; fuch as forming treaties of alliaace, 
© BB railing armies, dire€ting their operations, 
Mm regulating and ordering che militia, build- 
ing and equipping fleets, erecting fortifica- 
tions, eftablilhing and fupplying magazines, 
wm derecting and punithing bigh-treafoa; aito 
am to foreign emobuaflies, foreign aids, national 
revenue, aud in fhort, to every particalar 
and minute circem&ance, with which the 
fafety aod homour of a nation may be any 
ule Way connedied, or, on Which they may in 
any refpe be dependent. 

Commerce, as an object of government, 
tormprifes every thing relating tw the interett 
and wealth of a natien in general ; aad 
therefore extends to every particular interes 
orenty tad property, which may be affected or in- 
eae @ fuenced by trade. [he produétions of a 

country by agriculture and manufaQture, is 
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nufacturer and mechanic prepare thofe raw 
materials for ufe, and the merchant, by 
commerce, readers the fuperfluous preduct- 
ions of acountry valuable, which etherwife 
would be of little worth, and by an exchange 
of commodities, fupplies the people with 
fuch articles of foreign prodace and mane- 
fature, as are mot farnifhed among 
themielves, and which may be seceflary for 
Carrying on their various branches of bufin- 
eis, or for the comfort and convenience of 
the people, In promoting thefe general in- 
terefls, by carrying on an (almoit) endiefs 
variety ef bufinefs, neceffarily derived from 
them, the learned, the ingenious, the fea- 
man, artificer, and ia talaeane, find em. 
ployment and fupport. On the mutwal aid 
aud {upport of the whole of thefe, depends 
the advancement and profperity of each, and 
on this alfo, depends the opulence of a na- 
tion ; and therefore, equally requires the 
encouragement and proteCtien of govern- 
ment, 

Agriculture and manefactures are ef fuch 
coniequence te a natian, that either to de- 
froy, or injure, or mot encourage them, 
would be as prepoflerous, as it would be for 
a farmer to negie@ the cultivation of his 
lands, and fell them occafionally by the 
piece to buy bread. The importation of 
every article of produce aad maaufacture 
from foreign pations, which a country af. 
fords, fhouid therefore be prohibited : even 
admittiog that they could be imported of a 
better quality and at a cheaper rate ; for by 
the encouragement of haviag 2 certain mar- 
ket, people are induced to exert themielves 
In Making improvements, Wich is (Be On- 
ly methed by whick one nation can be made 
to excel another, in the quality and cheap- 
neis of their commodities. In this country, 
for inflance, iron, beef, pork, better, 
cheefe, cyder, beer, foap, candies, hats, 
faddies, fhoes,. and cloaths ready made, 


caw all be produced and made, in fufticient 
quantities (at leaft for the ufe of the coun- 
tr \—and therefore to admit their free im- 
porrat from other nations, Would be ef- 


jeutially injurious to an important part of 
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the community, a fatal impediment in the 
way of improvement, and in effect deftroy 
the natural advantages we have to promote 
the intereft of the public.—And not only 
thofe articles of produce and manufacture, 
which are commonly made and produced, 
fhould be thus encouraged, but thofe alfo a 
country is maturally adapted to, by, not on- 
ly laying a proper refteaint on their importa- 
tion, but at the fame time giving certain 
bounties, which will gradually increafe their 
produ@tien, and leflem the necefiity of im- 
portation ; by which means an eafy change 
may be made without fenfible injury. The 
articles of filk and hemp in particular, 
might be cultivated to as great perfection ia 
this cowntry, as in any whatever, and ia 
quantities, not only fufacient for home con-~ 
famption, bet for expertation. In like 
maaner fhould thofe manefaciures be encou- 
raged, the materials of which are imported 
from other nations ; for inftance, cordage— 
however neceflary it may be to import 
hemp, cordage fhowld be prehibited.-—— 
Furthermore, thipbuilding, freighting, and 
feamen, ave of great national confideration, 
a very confiderable part of the inhabitants 
ef trading nations, depend on thefe for fup- 
port; and in the great circle of mercdntile 
bufineis, the merchants find their interett 
immediately conneéted therewith. And be- 
fides, all maritime powers have found their 
ftreagth eceniift, in a great meafure, in the 
number ard ability of their feamen. Where- 
fore, as fhipbuilding is a great and import- 
ant branch of bufiaefs in this country, the 
building or parchafing of fhips abroad fliould 
be prohibited ; neither faould an inhabitant 
be permitted to freight afercign fhip; nor 
fhould our own fhips be navigated by tor- 
cign teamen. 

Che great advantages refulting from 
trade, have always excited the envy, jealou- 
iy and ambition of trading nations, whe 
have made it their mof capital itroke of po- 
licy to foreftai] and engrois partial and ex= 
clu&ve benefits. But as commercial inter- 
courles are mutually beneficial, and ali na- 
tions have an equal claim to the advantages 
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ef their own trade, their intereits cannot be 
accommodated any other way, but by a re- 
ciprocity ; giving the fame privileges that 
are given; which is arule tounded in per- 
fect puitice and utility, aed the ony one 
that can be aumitted without injury either 
tothe one or the other, This principle be- 
ing juit, the forming and fupporting com- 
mercial treaties by governiment, 15 aDdle- 
futely neceflary ; tor ia aa urlimited, un- 
defined intercourie, an equality in advanta- 
ges can never be maintained, nor many la- 
conveniences and real prejadices-be preven. 
ted. And wheiever two nations Carry cna 
trade upon geueral priucipics, and general 
terms, (as is (ometimes the cale) without 
extending their agreement to minutia, it is 
requitite for government to elablifa fuch 
particular regulations as will render fuch a 
commerce uniform, fale aud beneamcial, ac- 
cording tothe particular fituation aad cir- 
eumitances of the re{pective natioes. 

But commerce isan objet of government 
far other reatons. Nations ofien are 
wnder fuch circumitances, that an embargo 
on ieveral articles of trade, fuch as provili- 
ons in atime af general fearcity, and naval 
and military ftoresina time of war, are in- 
cifpentibly neceflary. —— And further, the 
experic nce of ali nations e+ inces, that trade 
as the beit foundation en which a revenue can 
be eftablithed; becaufe, by being jodici- 
eufly laid on particular articles of luxury 
and fuperfiuity, it will operate with propri- 
ety and equality, and may be collected with 
facility and certainty. 

Theie are fome of the reafons why com- 
merce is and ought to be an object of gov- 
ernment.—However neeeflary and advanta- 
geous a free trade, ora trade eltablifhed on 
liberal principles, may be to a nation, it 
fhould not be a licentious one. The great 
ebjctt ef trade is to premote the interet of 
the community in genera!, aud fo long~ as 
that end can be anfwered, it is no matter 
how free and extenfive it is, the more fothe 
better ; but when the intereft of the public 
is injured by trade in any particular inf- 
ance, every reafon would juftify a reftraint. 
It is therefore effentially neceflary, for the 
antereft of individuals, as well as that of the 
whole, that trade fhould be fyitematicaily 
feted by government, and regulated in 
fuch amaaner, as that the various particu- 
br interefts of a nation may mutually aflift 

each other; and that foreign nations en- 
grois no unequal adveataget. 








+ Itis a dottrine advanced by many, 


and prebably true, that for the benefit of 


mankind im general, trade fhould be tree 
as air. ut, any one nation in the great 
@ircie of univerial correfpaadence, inter- 
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Under thefe denominations, of War; or 
that inwhtch the peace anddatety ofa nati- 
on confiits;—and of Commerce; or the 
corretpondence and connections of a nation 
with other nations, and with one another, 
the whole politieal intereit of a nation may 
be included and confidered. And, as they 
are of general and equal concern te the com- 
munity,—-extend toa great variety of {ub- 

ordinate intereils and concernms—and are ¢x- 
cena intricate and complicated in their 
@perations and influences; fo, for thefe 
reafons, it is abioiuteiy neceilary that fuch a 
iyitem fhould be eftablifhed, as will promote, 
fecure, and regulaie thole interefts, by the 
unanimous aid and concurrence of the whole 
natien; ior, te this end, it is frequeatly 
neceflary tocall the united freagth ofa ma- 
tion into exercife, for its defeace.—-A pro- 
pertion of private property is always necef- 
{ary to be contributed forthe purpole of fe- 
curing the more important ttereft cf the 
public, and a due obfervatien of national 
treaties, and iaternal regulations, is indif- 
penfible, to promote the general weal and 
render acvantages among the people equal. 
And in the formation of a political jyitem, 
to render it complete, and in any meaiure 
adequate to the interefte and neceffities of 
se the wpa of an ultimate, 
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ercefis me ; for a this, it will be im- 
poffible to prevent a great varicty of evils 
and perplexities ; much more to render a 
nation floarifhing and happy. 

The variety of fentiments, interefts and 
views of individuals hath always laid fociety 
under the necefiiy of fixing fome rule, 
whereby their aggregate opinion could be 
determined, without which puplic proceed- 
ings would be impracticable ; 10, notwith- 
ftanding the power of individuals, naturally 
are equal > yet the unanimity and decijion of 
matienal a&s are fo effential vo the exifteace 
and welfare of communities, that it is of 
equal neceflity, that the authority of the 
whole fhould be reduced to one point; or, 
the power of the nation depofited in fuch a 
manner, as te govern the whole with una- 
nimity, efficaey and dij ipatch. It is impof- 
fible there fhould be a political body wich- 
outa head, or without. fome inflitetion in- 
vefted with powers as extenfive as the objeéts 
ef legiflation or the interetts of the people ; 
for, ail matters of goneratbont eve io com- 
plicated, interwoven and dependent, that 
an interruption in the operation of one act, 





rupting that freedom, lays every otler ma- 
tion under a neceflity of adopting ffimilar 
meafures ; for difadvantages cannot be pre- 
vented, nor an equal fhare of advantages 
fecured in any other way, 
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would difconcert and render nugitory the 
beit devifed plan that ever was formed ; and 
a diviiion of power Geftroy the foun: lation 
of government iticlf, “Supp fe in an army, 
the feveral divifions and {ubordinate officers 
fhould take it upen them to debate the ne. 
ce lity aad propriety of general orders, and 
etermine their condu® aceording to their 
pester inclinations and opinions; what 
would be the confequence? Again, fup- 
pofe the planetary fyitem-was (for once) pat 
under the direciion of as many fepreme pow- 
ers, what contufion and deftruction would 
enfue? Jaeft fo, where the people are un- 
der no fupreme authority, and are ultimate. 
ly determined by individual! and party opi- 
nioas and refolutions ; anarchy and cenfufi- 
on muit neceilarily be the fatal confequence. 
The periection ot goverament confitts in 
“~fuch an onanimity,.as that the body politic 
can a& together without di flenfion, being 
animated by one {pirit, originating in an 
undivided fource of power; to that were it 
practicable for government to be adminiit- 
ered by one man, who was under the inva- 
riable influence of jullice and good policy, 
in whom thepeople could confide without 
referve, it would wndoubtedly be the beft 
and moft perfect ; and therefore a deviation 
from fuch a form, renders government in a 
greater or lefler degree imperfe&t ; for eve- 
ry divifion of power, whet! er equal or fub- 
ordinate, des, in proportion to the nature 
and exteat of fuch divitions, divide the po- 
litical intereft ef the people, and ae 
tends to create parties and introduce faQion 
Of al! the various forms of government efla- 
biifhedin the world, an abfolute monarchy 
has the preference on feveral acceunts; be- 
caufe itis capable of fecuring the moft per- 
fect union, can render the execution of re- 
folutions more {peedy and efficacious, the 
burdens: and advantages of government 
more equal, and political views and mea- 
fures more confiftent ; but, confidering the 
flate of human nature, and the great tempt- 
ations an abfolute monarch is continually an- 
der, to abute his truft, and tyrannife over 
. the people, it is a dangerous gevernment, 
and juffi ciently juftifies the people in guard- 
ing againt thoie evils, by eftabiithing fuch 
fapordinate inflitutions as will more effeat. 
wally fecufe their liberties. Such iaftituti- 
ons however, cannot be confidered as per- 
feCtions in government, but as a matter of 


neeeifity, ertver to check the arbitrary fret-: 


ches of fovereign power, or to affift in ad- 
miniiiration, on #he‘e principles all arran ges 
ments in government fhouid be regulated.

OpseRVATIONS on Pustic Secvu-

HERE are fome judicious ob- 

fervations concerning the na- 
ture of contracts between a {tare and 
individuals, in the differcations of 
ComMMON SENSE on Government, 
in the New-Haven Gazette Vol. 
], pages 121, 146, 163, 371, 
wherein he makes a juft diftiné- 
ion between the different powers 
vefted in the General Afiembly, 
or reprefentatives of the people 
of the Rate. viz. 


That as legiflators they have 
authority to make laws and to al- 
ter or cepeal them, as the public 
good may require.

He further fays page 71 “* That

tained in the act, which

(in being at the time 


« of the contract) in a Court of jul- 
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ad alfo as to the mode of wial 
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the individual has occafion to bring 
a fuit againft the ftate in order to 
compel a performance of the con- 
tract, the ordinary ceurts of law 
are incompetent to carry a judge- 
ment into execution againft the 
ftate, and that author has not 
pointed out any remedy in that 
cafe. And fome of the public 
creditors of this ftate, fuppofing 
there could be no legal remedy to 
recover their dues have been in- 
duced to part with their public 
fecurities at a great difcount. One 
defign of this publication is there- 
fore to fhew that the conftitution 
has provided a remedy for the cre- 
ditors of the ftate to recover their 
dues, which is as fure and effe¢t- 
ual as that provided by law for 
individuals to recover debts of 
each other, and that is by fuit in 
the general afiembly by way of 
petition, whoin addition to the 
powers and authorities aforemen- 
tioacd, have alfo the authority of 
a court of juftice to decide be- 
tween the ftate and its creditors, 
and to order payment of what may 
be due to any petitioning creditor 
or creditors, out of the itate trea- 
fury, and when there is not mo- 
ney fuficient ia the treafury, to 
order the treafurer to iffue his war- 
rants to levy it of the inhabitant 
of the ftate (who are the debtors 
in proportion to their lift of rate 
able eftatce. And asthe cener 
affembly have- full power to do 
juftice in fuch cafes, fo they are 
under the fame obligations of duty, 
nd engagement of an oath, to 
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ftate, will have as facred a regard te 
juftice as any of the Inferior Courts ; 
nor are the members that compofe 
that court any more interefted i: 
matters wherein the ftate is a paity, 
than the members of any of the 
courts of law in this ftate; there- 
fore the creditors may confider 
that part of their property in the 
{tate funds as fecure, if the fate 
is of fufficient ability to pay ir, 
which perhaps will not admit of a 
doubt. 

It cannot be reafonably expect- 
ed that the whole of the principal 
and intereft of the State debt ac- 
cumulated during a long and dif- 
treffing war could be paid imme- 
diately without burthening the 
people too much, but the intereft 
of the debt and a finall part of the 
principal (fay four per cent) might 
be paid anually, which would 
doubtlefs content the cré@fitors in 
eneral, if the funds for that pur- 
ofe be fuficient and punctually 
collected fo that the value may be 


Supported. For in that cafe if the

the 
creditors ftood in need of the prin- 
cipal, they might transfer their 
notes at near their nominal value. 
And if notwithftanding fuch pro- 
vifion people would part with their 
certificates for imtereit for leis than 
their nomiaal value, ic would be 
their own fault, und no blame 
could be laid to governmenr; for 
the Guties and taxts mutt be paid in 
hard money if fuch certificates 
could not be procured, therefore 
let the poffeffors hold them until 
they can receive the full value, in 
money or fome commodity which 
they may have occafion for, and 
and in the courfe of a year they 
it dipofe of them at twenty 
fhillings on the pound, and then 
they would anfwer as. a currency 
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army notes were ifued, the funds 
for intereft were adequare, and 
the intereft was. paid in hard mo- 
ney at par, or an equivalent. The 
depreciation fince was occafioned 
by a miftake inadvertently made in 
May 1784, when itwas refolved to 
poitpone the taxes laid for the pay 
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he principal of fome of 
the army notes, on confideration 
of the heavy burthens on the peo- 
ple by the arrears of taxes laid dur- 
ing the war, and that they might be 
better able punctually to pay the 
intereft on the whole ftare debr. 
This was then thought a neceffary 
meafure, and would probably have 
been approved of by the creditors 
had they have been confulted. 

But there was a deficiency in 
the taxes laid for the army notes 
due before 1784 of £.57556: 10:65 
as per printed account, No VI. 
reported by the committee of pay- 
table in” May 1783, which defi- 
ciency was not noticed or provid- 
ed for in the affembly of 1784, 
and thofe notes that were out- 
ftanding were admitted to be re- 
ceived in payment of the duties and 
taxes, provided for the payment 
of the intereft which were barely 
fufficient for the intereft only, by 
means whereof the good inten- 
tion of the Honourable Affem- 
bly to fupport the public credit 
was fruftrated, and a depreciation 
of the public fecurities took place, 
to the very great injury of the 
public creditors. This evil might 
have been prevented had there 
been a comptroller of finances at 
that time, and it may be expected 
that the prefent comptroller will 
point out a remedy to the general 
affembly at the enfuing feffion for 
reftoring the public credit and 
preventing the like evil in future. 
A tax of about gd. or 1od. on the 
pound for one year in addition to 
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the taxes for payment of intereft 
will be neceffary for that purpofle. 

Some perfons fuppofe that fuch of 
theitate notes as have been foldata 
difcount ought not to be paid in 
full to the prefent poffeffors, but 
that part of the money ought 
to be paid t6 the original owners 
who loaned the money or rendered 
the fervices. This fubject has 
been largely difcuffed by a citizen 
of Philadelphia, in a piece addref- 
fedto Dr. Franklin, publifhed in 
feveral of the late Newfpapers ; 
that writer is miftaken * one point, 
he fays that thofe who have fold 
their public fecurities at a difcount 
will fuffer a double lofs, if they 
are paid to the prefent poffefiors in 
full; the lofs on the fale, and the 
further lols of being taxed toward 
the payment of them; but it does 
not appear that they will be taxed 
any higher than if they had kept 
their fecurities, therefore their on- 
ly lofs is in the fale of them ata 
difcount. 

It may be attended with bad confe- 
quences for governinent to interfere 
in private contracts unlefs applied to 
by perfons aggrieved for redrefs ine- 
quity, as it may tend to render prop- 
erty uncertain and infecure and lef- 
fen the confidence of the people in 
the government. Thofe notes were 
made negociable, the owner had a 
legal right to transfer them, if the 
want of making fufficient provifion 
on the part of the public, occafi- 
oned a diftruft of their credit in 
the original owners, there was the 
fame reafon for it inthe purchafers, 
and if both parties were on an e- 
qual footing with reipe& to the 
bargain, and agreed upon the va- 
lue of the rifque, what ground 
could there be for equity to inter 
pofe? Befides the adjuftment 
would be attended with difficulty ; 
it is much eafier to prevent injuft- 
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ice of that kind by.fupporting pub- 
lie credit than to remedy it after it 
has happened. Doubtiefs the fe- 
curities ought to be paid in full, 
either to the prefent pofieffors or 
divided it between them and the 
original owners. Intermediate fpe- 
culators can have have no juft 
claim to any fhare, although fome 
of them may have fuffered lofs in 
a bargain of hazard, but they part- 
ed with their whole property to the 
next purchafer. 

Probably the notes that have 
been fold at a difcount are but a 
fall part of the whole. Many 
perfons and chiefly fuch as were 
friends to the liberties of their 
country and had the fulleft confi- 
dence in the government’s fecuri- 
ties, loaned their monies and o- 
ther property to fupport the war, 
who now have the fecurities in 
their own poffeffion, and have fuf- 
fered greatly, for want of having 
the intereft kept good, which they 
had, and ftill have a right to ex- 
pect, though confidering the pub- 
hic burthens they would patiently 
wait for the principal. 

Would it not be beft for the 
fate to agree with the creditors or 
with as many of them as would be 
willing to agree, to pay them their 
intereft annually as a perpetual 
annuity, and the principal to be 
paid or not at the pleafure of the 
Jegiflature of the ftate ? that would 
remove all ground of complaint 
of breach of public faith in future 
as to the principal; but the poft- 
poning of the” payment of a debt 
after it becomes due, bya mere 
aé of power tends to leffen the 
credit of government. 

It might be well for the feveral 
focieties in this ftate to purchafe 
the annuities er notes in their pre- 
fent {tate, as a fund for fupporting 
minifters and {chools, which would 
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prevent many inconveniences arifing 
from fociety taxes, and would eafe 
the people of thofe taxes, without 
eocreafing their ftate taxes. 

Thefe United States have pur- 
chafed thei: freedom and indepen- 
dence at a great expence of blood 
and treafure, and it is of great im- 
portance to their future happinefs 
and glory, to maintain a good 
character as to juftice and integrity.

It is faid that a convention has lately 
been figned between their mof Catholic and 
Chriftian Majefties, relative to a mutual 
guarantees of trade and commerce in the 
Weft-Indies and in America. 

The prefits of the Eaft-ludia trade are at 
this time fuperior to what they ever were be- 
fore ; laft year they fold nearfeventeen mil- 
lion pounds of tea, which at a profit of only 
nine-pénce in the pound, muff nett fix hun- 
hred and thirty thowfand pound.

Mr. Adams, in his ‘* Defense of the 
American Cenititations,”’ page 362, treat- 
ing of Congreis, fays,-—** The people of 
America, and their delegates in Congrefs, 
were of opinion, that a fingle aflembly was 
every way adequate to the management of 
all their fcederal concerns ; and with very 
good reafon, becaufe Congreis is net a le- 
giflative affembly, nor a reprefentative aff. 
embly, but only a diplomatic affembly. A 
fingle ecuncil has been found to an{wer the 
purpofes of confederaeies very well. But 
in all fuch eafes, the deputies are refpenfible 
to the flates ; their authority is clearly aicer- 
tained; and the fates io their feparate ca- 
pacities are the checks. Thefe are able to 
fo:m an effectual balance, and at all times to 
coatroul their delegates. The fecurity ag- 
ain the dangersot this kind of government 
will depend upon.the accuracy and ceeifiun 
with which the governments of the fep2iate 
fates have their own orders arranged and 
balanced. The neceffity we ate under of 
fubmitting to a fcederal government, isan 
additional and a very powerfu! argument 
for three branches, and a balance by an c. 
qual negative, in al] the feparate govern- 
ments. Congrefs will always be compofed 
of members from ~  yatura! and artificial 
ariftocratical body every ftate, even in 
the northern, as well as in the middle and 
fouthern itates. Their natural difpofitions 
then in general will be, (whether they fhall 
be fenfible of it or not) to diminith the pre- 
rogative of the governors, and the privile- 
ges of the people, and to augment the in. 
uence ef the ariftecratical parties. There

virtt, they are not capable of preierving 
a utiva of views and meatures 5 tor of rea- 
dering the ou:theas and advantages of go- 
Verament among the peopie equal.-- The 
firit principle of Our national exitence Is 
the iovereignty and independence of the le- 
veal Rates, waice in fact, makes as fo many 
foparate aad diftin® nations; for, thirteen 
iovereign and independent pewers, will 
have thirteea feparate and independen: in- 
trzeits to promote and iecure, and tor that 
parpeic, will eabiih as many ditiereat 
iYiicuas Of p dicy.-——In this itate Gf Gie 
viion we were at Srit fectled, and waca our 
late coatet witn Great Britain commerced, 
we hal not leifure (had we beca ever io 
much inclined) to deliberate om and feitle 
a coulitztion iur the goverument of the 
whole: yet, being inveivcd in oae general 
calamity, and. unanimoufly determined to 
make a vigorous dcience, faw the neceflity 
of formiag fome plan of union, whereby 
our efforts might be rendered the more citi- 
cacious and iucceis{ul; wherefore, a con- 
greis of delegates from the feveral (then) 
colonies ; was appointed to direct and ad- 
vile, in all matters relating to the whole, 
fo far as refpected the war; which was 
probably all that was inteaded at ihe time 
of that appontument; for the powers they 
were invefted with, were confined-to that 
object. However, Congrefs, to remedy 
the apparent defcéts ia their inftitution, 
render it perpetual end competent to the 
purpoigs of nation poiicy, tormed the ar- 
ticles of confederation and perpetual union, 
whereby, they became inveiled with cer- 
tain poweis, which, however ample they 
were intended, were by mo means aniwer- 
able to the propoied end; being circum- 
fcribed with regard to their objefis, in jome 
iaftances merely recommendavry, in others 
implied, and in but very few determinate. 
—-—[lere it is worthy of notice, that the 
union which took place at the beginning of 
our late contelt, was fou: ded on an eccal- 
eaal fricndthip, refelung from cur being 
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involved in a commion calamity, and the 
neceliity we were under, Of waiting ia 
vacaas and mealurea, for our mutual de- 
tence aad deliverance; which occekon be. 
ing removed, ‘the friendfhip aid union 
feanded upon it moft neceilarily difloive, 7 

The unioa which exiled beiween the 
ates at that time, having © much of the 
appearance of a permanency, was probab) 
tlie occalion of leading the people inv an er- 
ror, by building univ expediatioas tov 
much on it, and in neglecting fuch meas 
{ures as were neceffary to condirm aud conti. 
lidate it. But, if the flates will to become 
perfectly auited, it is evident, it muit be 
duue on other principles, from more exten- 
five views, and by otlLer means than thuie 
which produced eur frit union. ‘The mok’ 
permanent bond by which individuals cr 
commMunitics can become vnited, is interef ; 
or the uniting the iutereit of the whole ia 
fuch a mianner, aswill the betier and move 
eilectually promote and fecure the iateretd of 
wodivideals. Aad itis unqueilionably tree, 
that the more numerous the people, the 
more extenfive thei: interefls, aud the great- 
er their property, which are incladed in a 
union, (fo that a nation he not too burden. 
fome aad unwieldy) their peace and fafecy 
is the better fecured, and their interefts the 
better advauced. But were wevo judge cf 
the prefent profelied union of the Letes, by 
the nature of the ani¢n of their interelis, we 
muft.conclude that they are in f& not waic- 
ed; aad, remaiaing inthe fame Nein, 
never can be united; Porthe cavil aud tie 
political intereilsof the public are compieic- 
ly divided formed and exab: thed in cach 
of the Rates, and ave refpectively conhiucied 
their primary and fundamental objects. 
The general interels and conceins there. 
fore ef the confederation, which are cither 
matters of burden or advantage, becomes 
objects of fubordinate condderation, and 
matters of variance. ‘Shis divifion ia ony 
political fyitem, forts the governicg pria- 
ciple, Ly which the views aud mealures of 
the fates aie disrefied ; which, fo tar trom 
confituting 2 real, permanent union, fets 
up thirteen interefts in oppofition to ore an. 
other, fixes the ultimate powers of govern- 
ment ineach of the fates, and renders the 
inftitucion of Congrefs entirely ‘ebordinate, 
or rather, uiclefs. For if Congrefs ean be 
capable ct an{wering any geod purpeies te 
the ftates, it mult be by iavetting that beady 
with {uch powers, as ae fully adequate to 
the purpofes of the indication. But if we 
confider the natwre and extent of (*: powers 
of Congrefs in fome particular cafes, we 
fhall fee to what they amount. 


Jo caie ofa war, congrels have aright so 
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@eclave war, ratfe and commifion armies, 
and direct their operations, but here their 
power ceafes. They can arither levy mo- 
ney, cleathing ner provilioms, nor can they 
order out the militia on apy emer- 
‘gency ; without which, thole primary acts 
would be altogether trifling. 

The fablequent fepports neee{ary to ren- 
cer fuch a refolutien effeftual, depend 
on the approbation and concurrence of the 
flatet, on which there can be eo certain de. 
pendence, for it would be with that, as 
with every other fubject, wherein the psr- 
ticular ftates were involved. They would 
take into eonfideration the propriety and 
neceflicy of the meafure, and according to 
its agreement, or difagreement with their 
intereft, would determine; therefore, to 
fuppofe there would bea unanimity in this 
cofe, would be to fuppofe their iatereits af- 
feéted by it; which, though it may hap- 
pen, is not tobe depended on; for belides 
the many fapnofeable cafes which might be 
mentionsd, to thew wherein the parcicular 
irtereftsof the flates, may be differently af- 
byawar, the mol effeétual meafore an iava- 
der could take to render his attempts {uccels- 
fxl, would be to detatch particular parts from 
the general concern. Hew far public men, 
and public bodies of men can be influenced 
by improper motives, | will not pretend te 
determine; howerg® be thisae it may, one 
tring needg ae proof, that the concurrence 
ofthe fetes in cate of a war, is dependent 
on their osterelt being equally concerned 
ji it, and op thie concurrence the efficacy of 
the power of Cangrefs depends, which (‘ogi- 
cally) is no power at al].——-Several things 
may be urged here, 2s, that the right of 
Congrefs to dire&t every meafure with de- 
cilfive authority, neceflary for the pro‘ecu- 
tion ofe war, is implied io the general ar- 
ticle whereby they are empowered to make 
war.---——The fates viewing themieives 
fyyercion and independent, would of courfe 
end rrake to @etermine, how far they 
would be bownd by an impl ed authority ; 
ond therefore it wonid be needlets to fay any 
thing further vpon it.-—-[t may again be 
faid the honor of the #ates isengaged for 
their roetua! f:pport.—-W hatever opinion 
f»m: may have ef the public honour, for 
my own part, J] heve nd idea ot it, where 
Satere# is in the queftion. I have often 
read of the evafion or, even, public folemn 

¢ ~ 
engagemenss, for the fake of promoting or 
fecuring an interef%t{; but never heard of a 
nation, injuring, o- facrificing their inte- 
reftro their hones. Put had we no hifert- 
cal jiaflance of this Mature, the contuct and 
difoofition of the ftates on feveral occafions, 
sre fuliciont to teach us that public honor 
alone is buta mere plantom.—Bat further, 
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it may be faid, that the articles of confe- 
deration &c. oblige us to a unanimity in 
every national meature.—I am fenkble it is 
faid there fhall be a perpetual union be- 
tween the itates ; | know allo, in treaties 
of peace, it is faid there thal] be a perpe- 
tual peace, and in treaties of alliance, 
that taere fhall be a perpetual friend{hip &e. 
between the contracting parties; all of 
which are equally binding, for they are all 
founded on public intereft and political mo- 
tives, and fo long as thote interefts remain 
the fane, the agreements founded vpon 
them will undoubtedly be obferved, but no 
longer. The articles of confederation, by 
which the flates are united, are of the na- 
ture and force of a treaty of alliance only ; 
which, canfidering the variety of public 
interefts in oppofition, and = the 
fpirit of fefithnets fo prevalent throught the 
continent, we cannot rationally expea will 
be fuficient to preterve the unanimity, fo 
cffertially neceifary to the welfare, and 
even the exiftence of a nation. Upon 
the whoie therefore, the concurrence of the 
fates in cafe of a war, would be an eveat 
rather tobe hoped than expected. 

Again—lIn cafe of commerce. hel of 
of whet hath been faid in the foregoing 
cale, may be eroplied in this; the tove- 
reignty Of the feveral ftates will fubfantial- 
ly jupercede the authority of Congreis, and 
the ipiris of emulation and rivalry, which 
prevails among the feveral divifions of the 
peogle, etiedtuily prevent ary general re- 
gulations from taking place from mere re- 
commendation, Ky the articles of confe- 
deration, Congreta are empowered to fettle 
treaties of frievd{hip and trade with foreign 
nations ; but they cannot eftablifh a cufiom 
houfe en the continent for the purpoie of 
cole@ting # Sipulated duty, neither can 
they prevent the Aates charging foreigners 
with an additional impo. They cannot 
prohibit the importatio: of any one erticle 
of foreign produce and manutadure, how. 
ever prejudicial to the interett of the pub- 
lic, nor Jay an embargo in any inflance,— 
Ia fhorc, the power of Congrefs relpetting 
trade, is fe very contracted and deficient, 
the fovereignty of the fates fo unlimited 
and fo undefined, and their views {© various, 
that fo long as we remain in our prefent 
political fituation, our commerce, which 
might be improved to great 2nd general ad- 
vanege, will be a confuied ruinous affair. 
Further more—In the cafe of a nation- 
alrevenac. This is an object of the high- 
ett importance to a nation, i9 which the 
intereit aod howor, the tafety and happinefs 
of the public, and the property of inditi- 
guils are deeply interetied, 

Jt is what has embarrafled all cer public 
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» Proceedings, and involved ts in dificulties 
not eafily furmounted.——Hewever necef- 
fary it is there thould be a unanimity, 
punctuality and equality in the fupport of 
government, and difcharge of public eb- 
ligations, under our prefent circumfances, 
it is evidently impra¢ticable to accomplifa 
thefe purpofes In order to render the 








juft proportion due from each ftate ; but this 
cannot be done, becaufe no juft ratio can 
be efiablifhed, whereby the comparative 
value of the fates can be determin:d. 
Congrefs, afcer confidering the fubje& for 
a long time, can form no fatisfa€tory judge- 
ment; they firft fixed onthe quantity of 
land, improvements &c. which was found 
inadequate ; after which, they propofed a 
calculation of the nvmber of inhabitants, 
but this will give no more light on the fub- 
ject than they would have had without ir; 
the truth is, there canbe no truth nor cer- 
talaty in either. 








From the New-Hanresnine SPY. 
Mr. Oxssorne, 

HAVE frequently feen in eur countij, 

potatoes planted on the top of a piece of 
grais ground, nine inches diftamt from each 
other, aad then covered with new cr old 
wheat, rye, eat, buckwheater peazfe-ftraw, 
fait-hav, fea and rovk weed aed various o- 
ther matters of this kind, abowt twelve inch- 
esthick; this covering forms a defence 
from the fum and weather, and by clofely 
wniting with the grafs below, has formed a 
proper place for the potatoes to grow in ; 
is a method which produces as many, as 
large, ané@ gs excellent, as in any other 
mannner that we practice in America; 
when thus covered they require no attend- 
ance until the time of gathering them in the 
fall ; this is done by raifirg the ftraw &c. 
with a fork ; when we find tie potatoes co- 
vering the whole of the ground, without: a- 
ny neceflity of digging for them, becauie 
none have entered the earth. 

Early potatoes may be railed end taken 
during the fammer without injury or lofs, 
to fuch imall ones as are deftroyed by pul- 
ling the tops frem the earth in the hiils or 
rows. 

Jn this method by covering them upea 
mould prepared as a hot bed, they are rai- 
{ed with great rapidity. 

Where this ftraw, &c. eonnot be fecured 
in fuiliciency, the bark taken from the tan- 





ners vats will affid as a laying upon fix imch- 
es of {traw. 
The ftraw or fea-weed covering may be

is thrown upon his farm, as will afford him a 
handfeme profit upon what can colt him but 
little labour. 

Tne piowing and hoeing are here faved, and 
the lands eariched by what might otherwiie 
be loft, or soaverted to no ufe. 

T have {cea grounds, not in grafs, fpread 
with coarfe manure ; and then planted and 
covered as above with equal increafe; fome 
have faid that well plowed land is better, 
but I doubt it. 

Pamkios, or fome kind of melons may be 
f> planted in or near this huibandry, as to 
fpread their vines over this covering, and 
yield a handfome crop, without iajury to the 
potatoes ; perhaps to their advantagein cafe 
of a droaght, though this lat has never been 
able to deftroy the growth as might be 
dreaded. , 

The tops of the potatoes will appear very 
thin, through this; but the inereafe is nor 
the lefs, perhaps greater, ea that accouat. 
Should there be danger of the wind blowing 
this covering away, a few peles may be laid 
On it. : 

Many and great are the ules of this very 
profitable root; one which has been proved 
in Europe and America is, that thefe when 
baked in an oven will be equal to the beft 
provender thatis given in tatting beef, its 
fuccefs in ftall-feeding 1s great. As many 
may be given as the animal willeat, which 
foon will do, and greedily—the rapid fatting 
pays for the expence of the fuel when 
that is fcarce, and an objec of attention, 
the potatoes thus prepared are as agreeable 

to the human palate as when roaited, and are 
excellent for {wine.

Jan. 23. Vefuvius continues to difgorge 
a great quantity of lava from its crater, 
which cools before it can arrive at the culti- 
vated part of the mountain: no damage, 
therefore, has enfued from this eruption.

it were, in the grifle and net yet hardened
